The figure* ot birthe and deaths shown in this state- 
ment for week onding the 7th July 1951, relate to 
194 towns with an estimated population of 24,891 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 23ft and their population is 
28,965 thousands. Thus 82% of the total number of towns 
representing 86% of the total population is covered in 
this statement, The numbers of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 13,772 and 6,924 representing birth 
and death rates of 28-8 and 14 *5 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

(A) Stale* (Parts A arid C ). — The data here relate to 174 
towns with an estimated population of 22,117 thousands. 
Information about Assam could not be 

included. The total number of towns is 204 
and their population is 25,135 thousands. Thus 85% of 
the total number of towns representing 88 % of the total 
population is oovered.
